AIRLINER CROSSES 
NATION IN 6 HOURS 
AND 31 MINUTES 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP)—A 
huge new American Airlines 
DC-7, with Gen. and Mrs. Mark 
Ciark among its 57 passengers, 
raced across the United States 
from Los Angeles in six hours 
and 31 minutes today. Rex 
Smith, American’s vice presi- 
dent, said this was a record for 
passenger-carrying airplanes. 

The four-engined plane aver- 
aged 380 miles an hour and held 
a speed of 415 m.p.h. for an hour 
and a half, from Kirksville, Mo., 
to Lafayette, Ind. It reached 
475 m.p.h. in starting its descent 
toward New York’s Idlewild In- 
ternational Airport.

The principal charges against 
Radulovich, a 27-year-old phys- 
ics student at the University of 
Michigan, were that his father 
had subscribed to a pro-Commu- 
nist newspaper and that his 
sister had supported Communist 
causes. 

‘Radulovich was given an op- 
portunity to resign his commis- 
sion without publicity but he 
chose instead to fight the 
charges. 

Talbott said his review of the 
entire record convinced him 
“that, under all the circum- 
stances, the nature of Lt. Radul- 
ovich’s association with his sis- 
tetr is not such as to :nake her 
activities and beliefs the deter- 
mining factor in this case. 

“I am also convinced that the 
record does not support the con- 
clusion that J.t. Raculovich’s fa- 
ther has engaged in activities of 
such a type as to bear upon the 
decision in this case.” 

Continuing Association. 

The original Air Force “state- 
ment of reasons” charged Radul- 
ovich maintained “a close con- 
tinuing association” with his 
sister, Margaret, and with his 
father, John, 

Radulovich testified during 
the hearing that he had seen his 
sister on the average of once a 
year since his marriage in 1947. 
He also testified that his father, 
a disabled automobile worker, 
was not a Communist. 

Talbott said it is his “sworn 
duty to uphold and protect the 
security of the United States” 
and “I am also keenly aware of 
my responsibility to protect the 
individual rights and privileges 
of each man and woman in the 
United States Air Force.

St. Louis 
time), just 5 Mours and 23 min- 
utes after a takeoff from Gan- 
der, N.F., where they had 
stopped’ briefly. 

The weather had been over- 
cast but just before the royal 
couple’s arrival the skies cleared, 
enabling the Queen to get a view 
of this island in full sunlight. 

The Queen stepped from the 
plane at 9:58 a.m. She was greet- 
ed by Gov. Sir Alexander Hood, 
who headed the welcoming party. 
She wore an aquamarine print 
dress. The Duke wore an ad- 
miral’s unifornt:

Shepley pointed out that the | 
city government, pinched for op- | 
erating funds, has been divert- 
ing $5,000,000 a year from the 
bonded debt servicing fund to 
general revenue. This emergen- 
cy measure would not be neces- 
sary if the earnings tax, which 
brings in $8,000,000 a year, were 
permanently retained, he said. 


He pledged the help of Civic 
Progress to the General Council 
on Civic Needs, which is made 
up. of 119 neighborhood im- 
provement organizations. Shep- 
ley emphasized that Civic Prog- 
ress is not designed to supplant 
any organization working for the 
betterment of St. Louis; instead, 
it will co-operate with other 
groups in planning expressways, 
wharves and other improve- 
ments needed to make St. Louis 
a progressive city. 

The Council on Civic Needs, 
holding its fall meeting at the 
North Side Y.M.C.A., . unani- 
mously approved a committee 
report protesting against zoning 
changes designed to convert 
large old homes into rooming 
houses or apartments. 

Roy L. Slattery, chairman of | 
the zoning committee, reported | 
that zoning changes are being | 
proposed in the Board of.Alder- 
men at an unprecedented rate, 
with 46 bills introduced during 
the first seven months of the 
present session, compared to 30 
in. the comparable period last 
year. 


Trend in Rezoning. 


“Spot zoning continues to be 
a problem,” he said, “but the 
new trend is toward rezoning 
entire established  neighbor- 
hoods.” . 


He pointed out that attempts 
are being made to rezone West- 
minster place, Castleman avenue 
between Grand boulevard and 
Spring avenue, Victor street east 
of Grand, and other neighbor- 
hoods to a multiple-family dr 
hotel category.

An indictment naming four 
persons was returned today by 
the United States Grand Jury in 
a partial report to United States 
District Judge George H. Moore.

The grand jury has been in- 
vestigating labor racketeering 
and the hijacking of a $50,000 
shipment of whisky in St. Louis 
county Nov. 10, 1952.

Thanksgiving day church bells 
in St. Louis. will have no com- 
petition from the city’s system 
of 127 air raid sirens, Civil De- 
fense Director Francis P. Hard- 
away announced today. 
-Hardaway said a siren test 
scheduled for 11 a.m. had been 
canceled. The action followed 
receipt of a letter from the Rev. 
Dr. O.. Walter Wagner, execu- 
tive director of the Metropolitan 
Church Federation. 

“The testing of the sirens and 
the task of training the ear to 
detect the warning wail and the 
all clear blasts are essential, but 
it seems highly improper to test 
air raid sirens at the hour of 
worship on our national Thanks- 
giving day,” Dr. Wagner wrote. 

“Could not that test be made 
later?” he asked. “In place of 
the testing of air raid sirens on 
Thanksgiving day, let us urge 
our people to gather in their 
churches, their synagogues, their 
homes to give thanks for the 
possibilities of creating the con- 
ditions for peace in our world 
through a wise and consecrated 
use of our vast resources.” 

The first night-time test of 
the city’s sirens went off last 
night without incident, except 
that one siren stuck on one note, 
blowing 36 minutes, and several 


hundred persons called police | 
stations asking what the noise | 
was about. 

Purpose of the test, first of a 
series of six, is to acquaint the 
public with the sound of the 
sirens, as distinguished from 
emergency vehicle signals. There 
will be a _ public-participation 
test Jan. 16, in which citizens 
will be asked to seek shelter and 
vehicles will be expected to 
stop. 

In announcing cancellation of 
the Thanksgiving day work-out 
for the sirens, Hardaway said 
other tests of the series will be 
held as scheduled. They will be 
at 7 p.m. next Monday and the 
following Monday, and at 11 
a.m.

Martin said he was convinced 
by his tour, which took him to 
France, Italy, Spain and Ger- 
many, that “Russia will not at- 
tack strength.” 

He appeared much impressed 
with the progress of German re- 
covery. Terming Germany the 
key to European defense, he said 
“we should mighty well get 
them on our side.” 

Martin was optimistic that the 
French parliament would ratify 
the European gene Com- 
munity agreements setting up a 
European army after the French 
presidential elections next month.

Delegate Since 1950 
Famed for Brilliance 
—Sir Pierson Dixon to 


Succeed Him.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Nov. 24—Sir Gladwyn Jebb, 
Great Britain’s permanent dele- 
gate to the United Nations since 
1950, whose brilliance, wit and 
urbanity made him one of the 
best known personalities in the 
organization, will leave his post 
next March to become British 
ambassador to France. 

An announcement yesterday 
said Sir Gladwyn will be suc- 
ceeded here by Sir Pierson 
Dixon, Deputy Under Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs, 
and like Jebb, a veteran in Brit- 
ish diplomatic service. 

Jebb, whose transfer after 
service here of traditional length 
has been expected for several

Cole before the national con- 
vention of, the United States 
Savings and Loan League yes- 


| terday. 


Cole said merely that the Gov- 
ernment is considering the pro- 
posal. “People in public hous- 
ingeprojects should be allowed 
to buy their dwellings if they 
so desire,” he commented. 

Cole said “no definite” hous- 
ing program would be an- 
nounced by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration before Dec. : 
when the President’s advisory 
committee on housing expects 
to have its recommendations 
ready. Cole is chairman of the 
committee. 

He said that a major disad- 
vantage of present public hous- 
ing was that it “depressed” the 
incentive of low-income families 
to better themselves because of 
the fear they will be evicted 
when their incomes exceed the 
legal ceilings. 

The plan to allow tenants to 
buy would break down “institu- 
tionalized,” or large, projects 
and provide more single family 
homes, duplexes or other struc- 
tures adaptable to purchase by 
the public, he said..

At all events, my heart is full of 
gratitude to the Georgians who 
gave your neighbor, Senator 
Sparkman, and myself our larg- 
est majority. I am very proud of 
your confidence last year and 
the honor you d» me today. And 
I hope none of you is regretful 
that Georgia has never voted 
Republican. But if such there 
be, I commend to you the letter 
I had the other day from an- 
other Southern state which said, 
“We voted in haste and are re- 
penting at leisure.” 


Great Names in Georgia. 

I thought coming down here

orable blow for freedom 175 
years ago; of Carl Vinson whom 
I was privileged to know during 
the war when my boss was 
Frank Knox, the Secretary of 
the Navy, and a Republican who 
did not mistake his party for his 
country, 

But mostly I thought of the 
amazing progress of our South- 
land. As a former Governor of 
a sister state where Democratic 
administrations are very good 
but not very frequent, I am not 
unmindful of the achievements 
of Georgia under the administra- 
tion of Gov. Talmadge. 

The increases in late years in 
the level of income in Georgia, 
in bank deposits, employment, 
new industries, are a mirror of 
the South, indeed of the nation, 
fortunately, for the nation can- 
not be healthy if segments are 
unheaithy, as you in the South 
once had good reason to know. 

Some of the Achievements. 

There have been mistakes, in- 
justices and failures during these 
decades of national growth. 
But the record of remarkable 
progress is clear, and much of 
it has been made by the Demo- 
cratic party. Conscious of our 
deficiencies, let us not overlook 
our achievements. 

Consider labor. For decades it 
was treated as a pariah in many 
areas. But for the past 20 years 
millions of working men and 
women have found their rightful 
place in the sun through organ- 
ized collective bargaining. 

Consider public health. Fed- 
eral, state and private efforts 
have banished many diseases. 
The South is now vital in large 
part because we have eliminated 
yellow fever, malaria, pellagra, 
hookworm. Our national life ex- 
pectancy constantly increases. 

Consider Agriculture. Former- 
ly farmers did not share in the 
nation’s general prosperity. But 
for the past 20 years most of our 
farmers have enjoyed a fairer 
share of our national income. I 
say “‘most” because we have on 
our consciences more that 1,000,- 
000 people in agriculture whose} 
income averages less than $1000 
a year. And now with exports 
and farm prices falling all the 
farmers are apprehensive—even 
in Georgia. 

You know, after the brave 
speeches in last year’s campaign 
I thought the Republicans surely 
had a better farm policy. But 
they didn’t. They didn’t have 
anything but speeches. Now 


they have a study commission 


and we have promises of a new 
and better program. I hope it 
is, and if it is they can count 
on Democratic support. For we 
know that the present program 
is far from perfect, but we also 
know that an imperfect farm 
program is better than a bad 
farm depression. 

What of minorities? Negroes 
were long our most depressed 
minority. Happily, their posi- 
tion has enormously improved. I 
unhesitatingly applaud the prog- 
ress in the South which, by con-’ 
trast with the past, is even 
more conspicuous than in the 
North. I believe, and I think in 
common with the great major- 
ity of thoughtful Shite people 
of the South that his improve- 
ment must and will continue, 
particularly in enlarged oppor- 
tunities for Negro employment 
and advancement in the South’s 
expanding ‘ndustries. 

For familiar reasons, Ameri- 
can Negroes might have seemed 
fair prey for Communism. But, 
trusting in the performance and 
promises of American life, our 
Negro citizens are overwhelm-

HEN I was a child my

This report is based on the educator’s summer 
mission southward, which in turn was prompted 
by the President’s campaign pledge to seek 
stronger ties with our neighbors. And Dr. Eisen- 
hower concludes that the way to do that is to 
help solve Latin America’s economic problems. 

Economic policy is indeed a key to sound for- 
eign policy. As Donald Grant reported in his 
recent dispatches from Central and South Amer- 
ica, the contest between democracy and its ene- 
mies has an economic background. The neighbor- 
ing peoples seek greater national dignity, wheth- 
er that means personal freedom or more sewing 
machines. . 

Behind this aspiration, as Dr. Eisenhower says, 
is a dire need for capital. But while Latin Amer- 


ica needs capital, and the United States has cap- . 


ital, there is a distance of mistrust betWeen de- 
mand and supply. 
= . = 

American money cannot be driven to go where 
it is not wanted. And South American nations 
have, for reasons of history, a fear that American 
capital may take more than it gives back to them. 
Yet several have tried to close this gap between 
what they want and equally mistrust. 


Venezuela, for example, controls foreign in- 
vestment largely by taxation. Though its rich oil 
industry is foreign-owned, the Government uses 
a hydrocarbons tax to assess one sixth of the 
value of all oil extracted, plus an income and 
import levy. Thus 60 per cent of the value of oil 
exports is kept for the country, but. foreign in- 
vestors are assured a good return. 2 

Mexico has a somewhat different approach. To 
prevent foreign control of the economy, a law 
requires that 51 per cent of all companies must 
be owned by: Mexicans. An escape clause, how- 
ever, permits the Government to exempt foreign 
concerns of proved value to the nation. 


Against a mixed background, Americans a)- 
ready have invested six billion dollars to the 
south, or more than anywhere else in the world. 
Yet the progress of living standards, under the 
spur of private capital, still does not satisfy fhe 
neighbors or the requirements of secure -democ- 
racy. What can the United States do further?

Dr. Eisenhower says flatly that where private 
resources do not or cannot fulfill the task, the 
Government can lend assistance in many ways. 
And on each of his recommendations there may 
be opposition in Washington. 

High tariff enthusiasts will not approve of 
his quiet warning against raising trade barriers. 
Some domestic industries may oppose his idea of 
stockpiling basic materials, such as Chile’s cop- 
per, when prices are low. And the anti-aid group 
will certainly shrink from use of federal loans 
for sound Latin American development projects, 


even if private capital does not offer such help. © 


Moreover, while some prominent Congressmen 
have attacked Point IV technical aid, Dr. Eisen- 
hower bluntly proposes to expand it. “It has 
made firm friends for the United States,” he 
says. 

Latin Americans will read and understand Dr. 
Eisenhower’s message on continental unity. His 
recommendations are a challenge to the Eisen- 
hower Administration, and especially to its party 
leaders in Congress. 
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An Incomplete Victory 

The Federal Trade Commission is reported to 
be considering néw action against the well-known 
battery additive AD-X2, and if the FTC is not 
considering action it ought to be. 

Early this year, a postal order was issued 
against use of the mails to promote AD-X2. The 
order was intended to protect consumers against 
false claims because the National Bureau of 
Standards had found the battery additive was 
valueless. But then came the long political con- 
troversy involving Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
and others against the Bureau of Standards, and 
the postal order was withdrawn. 

Just recently, however, the bureau and its 
scientists were completely sustained by a scien- 
tific committee suggested by Secretary Weeks 
himself. The committee found that AD-X2 had 
“no merit.” So if the postal order was drawn 
for sufficient reason in the first place, the FTC 
ought to see the logic in trying to reinstate it. 
That was what the fight was all about.

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Priority in the Courtroom:

Those who demand a trial by jury, 
as is their right, will benefit hardly at all; nor 
will the log jam in the criminal courts be broken. 

Assuming that Circuit Attorney Dowd sticks 
to his guns and does not begin to trade pleas of 
guilty for light sentences, defendants are likely 
to continue demanding trials. And that is the 
rub. The three existing trial divisions in the 
Cireuit Court for Criminal Causes clearly are 
unable.to handle the load. Currently, at least 40 
cases scheduled for jury trial must be continued 
each week. Some 804 cases now are pending. The 
obvious answer is to open up more courtrooms. 

The Circuit Judges can and should move to 
meet this need. They can reduce the number of 
courtrooms devoted to civil matters and employ 
the judges thus released in two new criminal 
courts. This may well set off a wounded howl 
from those who engage in the more profitable © 
practice of trying damage suits and the like, but 
it should be ignored. State law requires that the 
criminal docket take precedence over civil ac- 
tions; it also directs that the judges assign as 
many of their number to the criminal docket as 
may be necessary. 

Criminal defendants are innocent until] the 
state has proved them guilty. But if they lack 
the financial resources to make bond they are 
locked in City Jail until their case reaches the 
top of the docket. Some defendants have spent 
months awaiting trial, despite the injunction of 
the United States Constitution that “the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a speedy and public 
trial.” 7 

A strong recommendation from the Circuit 
Court grand jury ought to galvanize the judges 
into the kind of swift, corrective action that the 
situation demands. If the judges move to meet

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Our Bounding Boundaries 

Gov. Kennon’s claim for a Louisiana boundary 
line 1044 miles out in the.Gulf raises the kind 
of legal complication of which there had been 
ample forewarning. . 

In the Senate debate against the offshore-ocil 
bill last Spring, and even before, advocates of 
that measure were told that they were stirring 
up a legalistic mare’s-nest. What made this so 
ironical wag that the bill’s proponents main- 
tained they were trying to “quiet the title” of 
the states. 

Louisiana’s Governor now wants Congress to 
extend the jurisdiction of his state out as far 
into the Gulf of Mexico as that of Texas, or 
1034 miles. The offshore-oil bill set it at three 
miles. 

By legislative action Louisiana has asserted 
claim out to 27 miles, and Texas to 150 miles. 
How much see-sawing back and forth to equal- 
ize one state’s boundary with another wil] there 
be, and where can it all be expected to end? 

The legal tangle ig complicated still further 
by a dispute between Louisiana and Texas as 
to the offshore boundary between them. 

More and more it becomes evident that the 
offshore-oil bill created a dozen disputes where 
it purported to settle one, and that -the only 
hope for pacification is a Supreme Court ruling 
that sovereignty over the surrounding seas 
inheres in the United States Government. 
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How Lincoln Saw It 95 Years Ago 


What constitutes the bulwark of our own 
liberty and independence? It is not our 


coasts, our Army and our Navy. 
are not our reliance against tyranny.

Our 
reliance is in the love of liberty which God 
has planted in us. Our defense is in the 
spirit which prized liberty as the heritage 
of all men, in all lands everywhere.

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Questionable If Not Ilegal 

It will be up to the courts to decide whether 
Attorney General Brownell’s interpretation of 
the conflict-of-interest statute is valid. 

Under that interpretation, the Department of 
Justice has contained an indictment of Herbert 
A. Bergson, former Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of the anti-trust division. Mr. Bergson 
vigorously denies guilt, and other lawyers sup- 
port his contention that Mr. Brownell’s interpre- 
tation of the law is erroneous. 

The conflict-of-interest statute is designed to 
discourage “switching sides” in litigation be- 
tween the Government and private claims. It 
forbids a Government employe who has handled 
certain claims from prosecuting those claims 
against the Government for two years after his 
public service ends. The obvious purpose is to 
make it impossible for a claimant to weaken 
the Government's case by hiring away the Gov- 
ernment’s representative. 

Mr, Bergson, it is alleged, represented the 
Government in anti-trust proceedings against 
certain firms and then, after leaving Govern- 
ment service in 1950, became counsel for the 
same firms in their dealings with the anti-trust 
division. Mr. Bergson contends that he was not 
prosecuting a monetary “claim,” and so does not 
come under the statute. He may be right, and if 
the courts agree he will surely be acquitted. 

But whether he violated the law or not, Mr. 
Bergson pursued a very questionable course of 
conduct. When a Government lawyer engaged in 
enforcing the anti-trust laws against certain com- 
panies turns up within a few months of his Gov- 
ernment service as attorney for those same 
firms, he is creating a precedent under which 
future anti-trust lawyers for the Government 
may be lured away by the companies they deal 
with. ,

The citizens of Atlanta, Ga., are 
well acquainted with both the ability 
and the impulsive acts of William Berry 
Hartsfield, since they have recently 
nominated him in a bipartisan primary 
tantamount to election to a fifth term 
as mayor of their city. 

He currently is president of the Amer- 
ican Municipal Association, which has 


. become interested in the political 


longevity of its chief executive and has 
done some research, The span of almost 
20 years as mayor will be, says the 
association, an all-time record for cities 
of 300,000 and more population. 

His ability to win elections and main- 
tain a clean and financially sound city 
attracted . considerable regional and 
some national attention, particularly 
among organizations devoted to, or deal- 
ing with, municipalities. 

It was, however, Atlanta’s success- 
ful Plan of Improvement which broke 
the confining bonds of a suburban 
strait-jacket such as restricts so many 
cities today, and caused mayors and 
committees from all over to beat a path 
to the city hall in Georgia’s capital. 

Almost every city of any size in 
America is afflicted with a sort of mu- 
nicipal claustrophobia from being en- 
closed in an encircling wall of popu- 
lation-and-trade-sapping suburbs. At- 
eae! was one of those more seriously 
re * 

With the exception of an infinitesimal 
bit of added acreage, the city limits 
had not been extended in almost 40 
years. All about here were thickly 
populated areas merging heavily into 
the boundaries. Thousands of citizens 
had already moved outside the city, and 
each year saw hundreds more follow. 


‘Various attempts to extend the city 


limits had failed. | 
In all of these the mayor was a cen- 
tral, controversial figure who usually 
became the main issue. He simply 
could not comprehend any thoughtful 
n not wishing to live in the city. 
in annexation rallies he lectured those 
who had crossed the boundary and was 
severe with the opposition for its lack 
of sound judgment. 
While some of this did not serve 
greatly to advance the cause of an- 
nexation, it was educational, the mayor 


being a good man with facts and skilled 
in debate. The. defeats were by small 
margins, but still the city’s future pros- 
pects languished until 1949, when the 
mayor and a group of leading citizens, 
including representatives from organ- 
ized labor, teachers, business and pro- 
fessions, organized for a new approach. 

The General Assembly enacted a bill 
establishing a local-government com- 
mission, In January 1950, this commis- 
sion presented a report which since 
has been much sought after by those 
confronted with “suburban sickness.” 

It offered not just an annexation plan 
but a regrouping of city and county 
functions, consolidation of certain of 
these, elimination of competing or dupli- 
cating services, and a more “realistic 
extension” of Atlanta’s limits and re- 
adjustment and equalization of local 
taxes. It was called the Plan of Im- 
provement and a well-organized cam- 
paign to sell it was begun. Civic lead- 
ers rang almost every doorbell in the 
city and county area involved. 

There were two ballots:— one for 
those who would be brought into the 
city and another for those already in. 
Both had-to approve. Despite the oppo- 
sition of a few county officials, the plan, 
with the mayor on his best “how to 
win friends” behavior, won a thump- 
ing majority in both fields. 

The plan went into operation on Jan. 
1, 1952, and it has been an unquestioned 
success. Atlanta’s limits were enlarged 
from a modest 37 square miles to 118, 
and her populatien increased by ap- 
proximately 100,000. 

A five-year program of extension of 
fire, water, sewers, paving and parks is 
under way. Tax results have surprised 
all pleasantly. For many there were 
reductions. Lowered fire insurance rates 
and savi from elimination of dupli- 
cate ces made a net increase a 
rarity. 

Mundreds of copies of the plan have 
been sent on request to cities and com- 
mittees, and more than 20 municipali- 
ties have sent committees to observe 
it in action. Members of the American 
Municipal Association regard it as one 
of the most intelligent and workable ap- 
proaches to the problem of cities com- 
pressed by a suburban girdle.

Compound Error. 


He suggests that the British 
museum made the mistake in 
the first place by erroneously 
‘attaching the jawbone and tooth 
of an ape to the skull of a pre- 
historic man and then conclud- 
ing that it represented the head 
of a human being who lived 
about 500,000 years ago. 

He maintains the museum is 
now making another mistake by 
alleging that its original error 
was due to some cunning fraud- 
ulént scientist. 

Ironically, the museum has 
now enhanced Dr. Marston's own 
reputation as the anthropologist 
who in 1933 discovered the 
“Swanscombe man” at Swans- 
combe, 21 miles from London. 
With the human part of the 
Piltdown man demoted to an 
age of about 50,000 ;ears, the 
Swanscombe man moves to first 
place with an age of about 250,- 
000 years. 

Housed alongside the Piltdown 
skull in the British Museum, it 
is about 200,000 years older than 
the Neanderthal man found in 
West Germany. 

Right for 20 Years. 


Dr. Marston reminded the 
public today that the museum’s 
announcement about the Pilt- 
down man simply confirms what 
he himself had been pointing 


The museum maintains that 
its chemical tests prove that the 
jawbone and tooth belong to a 
modern ape, and it assumes they 
were placed alongside the gen- 
uine skullbones by some one in- 
terested in perpetrating what is 
being called “the biggest scien- 
tific hoax of the century.” 


Marston’s Explanation. 

Dr. Marston, in denying that 
the jawbone and tooth of the ape 
are modern, contends they are 
as old or even older than the 
human skullbones. He believes 
apes once lived in England and 
the jawbone of one of them hap- 
pened to become lodged along- 
side the skull of the man. 

As further evidence of fabri- 
cation, the museum maintains 
that the ape’s tooth was filed 
down su as to appear related to 
a human skull and that the ape’s 
jawbone had been stained with 
bichromate of potash and iron 
so as to make it appear as old 
as the skull. 

Dr. Marston, who is also a 
dentist, replies that the tooth 
was planed down by the grind- 
ing movements of the ape itself 
and not by artificial means, as 
alleged by the museum experts. 
As for the bichromate, Dr. Mar- 
ston explains it was used by Mr. 
Dawson to help preserve the 
bones and not for the purpose 
a by the museum authori- 

es. 

Dr. Marston said he is prepar- 
ing a case to prove there was no 
hoax involved. If he succeeds

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French Women Take Look at St. Louis

With our own knowledge of 
French limited to merci, cher- 
chez la femme and potatoes au 
gratin, we were somewhat baf- 
fled ourselves as we sat down 
for an interview with three of 
the group. But with the help of 
Annette Berry, a pretty 
Paris-born interpretet from the 
French 


who they were, what they rep- 
resent, and why they're here. 

We discovered that they com- 
prise the first study group of 
French women to come to the 
United States under the Foreign 
Operation Administration Tech- 
nical Assistance Program. As 
leaders in their unions and pro- 
fessions, they’re looking into the 
employment of women in indus- 
try and commerce, placement, 
training and advancement of 
women, wages, hours, their place 
in trade unions and special fa- 
cilities in plants and communi- 
ties to aid working mothers and 
homemakers. 

Thus far they’ve been to New 
York, Annapolis, Washington, 
D.C., Lynchburg, Va., and New 
Orleans. From here they go to 
Chicago and Hartford, Conn., 
before making the return trip 
home. 

According to Miss Bess Blood- 
worth, representing the Women’s 
Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor, bustling New York was just 
what the French women thought 
all America would be, but Ann- 
apolis turned out to be “just like 
home.” One woman actually ex- 
pected to see us eating out of 
tin cans and dressing completely 
in plastics, but all of them were 
struck by the number of cars, 
especially those belonging to in- 
dustrial workers: the tidiness of 
women, and the general friendly 
“tmosphere they've found here. 

The three to whom we talked, 
with the help of Miss Berry’s 
speedy translation, were Mme. 
Suzanne Gele, the team leader, 
chief inspector of labor and man- 
power for the French depart-

ment of labor; Mme. Raymonde 
Nousbaum, chief of the social 
welfare and labor relations de- 
partment, French Textile Em- 
ployers’ Association, and Mlle. 
Lucienne Rey, Government work- 
er and president of a special com- 
mission on women’s employment 
from the French Federation of 
Christian Workers. 

Mme. Gele is a high official 
in the French agency correspond- 
ing to our Missouri State Em- 
ployment Service. In her coun- 
try the Government does much 
of the placement, as private 
placement offices, with few ex- 
ceptions, are forbidden. 

The reason, she says, is that 
private placement offices charge 
an employment fee, and some- 
times this is too high for the av- 
erage wage earner, causing ex- 
ploitation of the worker. 

However, if the private agen- 
cies which are permitted to ex- 
ist—for the employment of such 
personnel as actors—receive ap- 
plications, they must seek per- 
mission of the Government before 
the placement is completed. 

“We have too many workers 
from one type of employment 
and not enough from another,” 
she explained in French. “So we 
try to adjust them from one 
group to another. We have dif-

ferent classifications, such as 
employment for intellectuals— 
the teachers, for instance—for 
the handicapped, for young peo- 
ple 14 and over. For young peo- 
ple we also have orientation 
courses which enable them to 
find out their aptitudes and 
skills and help direct them into 
proper professions.” 

Mme. Gele is the only one of 
the group who will take any 
major purchases back to Paris. 
She bought three dresses in 
Lynchburg, Va., while the others 
have spent much of their cash 
for nylon lingerie. 


“We brought very few clothes 
with us,” she said, “because we 
didn’t know what the climate 
would be. Some of our clothes 
are too heavy for this time of 
year here.” 

In France right now, said 
Mme. Nousbaum, women are 
wearing mostly shades of brown 
and gray. As a representative 
of the textile industry, she has 
been looking. carefully at the 
costumes worn by American 
women and has been impressed 
by their generally tidy appear- 
ance. 

“There is such a variety of 
clothes and of fine quality,” she 
said. “We thought American

Your sympathy for these tenants and your desire to 
keep the neighborhood happy and peaceful are certainly 
commendable, but I honestly don’t know what can be done. 
If the tenants themselves want to complain about the high 
rent, they can get in touch with the Fair Rent Committee, 
71744 Chestnut street. If they feel they have some 
legal complaint because of their treatment regarding the 
property and their right to have visitors, they can talk with 
the Lawyers’ Reference Service, Civil Courts Building. I'm 
afraid any conflict between themselves and their landlords 
will have to be worked out by the two parties, but it’s pretty 
hard to stand by and see people so badgered that they 
finally break physically.

é6 EAR DR. POPENOE: Let me start by saying that 

I am, by nature, neat, clean, tidy and painstaking. 
Last summer I married a man with three children, 
who had to divorce his first wife because she was £0 
sloppy and slovenly. My neatness was one of the things 
that attracted him most td me. 

“But that neatness now threatens to destroy my mar- 
riage, and I hold yoy partly responsible because my hus- 
band sprang on me, as justification of himself, a clipping 
in which you said a woman could be too neat, fastidious 
and fussy. That’s just what his children are telling him. 
He loves my cleanliness but hasn’t spunk enough to stand 
up for me when I try to make his children abandon their 
slovenly ways. Yet I’m the one who has te clean up their 
messes and suffer from the disorder. I have always been 
confused and frustrated by disorder. I dont believe you 
would favor breaking up a home for the purpose of letting 
disorder, destruction and chaos take over, and I hope 
you'll write a column urging husbands to stand by their 
own wives.”

Principal Calls the Square Dance

NORTH St. Louis school 
A prineipat believes in trying 

to solve behavior problems 
with a “promenade left and a 
do-si-do . .. all join hands and 
around you go.” As a conse- 
quence, fewer youngsters at Clay 
School, 3820 North Fourteenth 
street, are reporting to Princi- 
pal Thomas R. Gentry’s second 
floor office for an official scold- 
ing, and more are reporting to 
“Caller” Gentry’s square dance 
classes in the basement. 

He knows it’s no cure-all for 
bad conduct, and it won’t stamp 
out juvenile delinquency in 10 
easy lessons, but Gentry points 
out that in his school neighbor- 
hood, since the classes were be- 
gun in 1950, cases of vandalism 
have fallen off from one a 
month to less than one a year. 

“In my 19 years as a princi- 
pal,” he says, “I have never 
known so many children so well 
or had so many feel close to me. 
‘Problem cases’ become fewer 
when pupils and their parents 
recognize the interest we enjoy 
together. 

“If a boy who has been in 
the square dancing class starts 
to kick over the traces, it’s much 
easier for us to talk together 
and I can say to him, ‘Look, 
son, you’re letting me down.’ 
It’s a wonderful socializing in- 
fluence, and for them to see 
that I enjoy working with them 
is a good thing. It brings us all 
closer together.” 

Gentry’s dancing classes have 
been incorporated into the reg- 
ular school curriculum for sev- 
enth and eighth graders. Once 
a week, the square dance in- 
struction takes the place of phy- 
sical education. Mrs. Martha Mc- 
Carthy, teacher of the older

As a rule, students dance the 
last hour of school, then many 
stay on and are joined by Clay 
graduates who come back after 
their high school classes to join 
the sets. In addition, Gentry 
gives two evenings each month, 
from 7 to 9 p.m., to a class for 
the alumni alone, and usually five 
or six sets show up. From both 
groups are selected the Clay 
School Dancers who have ap- 
peared before civic groups, Par- 
ent-Teacher Association meet- 
ings, teachers’ conventions and 
community gatherings.. A few 
weeks ago they went by char- 
tered bus to Fort Leonard Wood 
for a “command performance” 
for the military.

To quote: “South naturally 
didn’t like the two-diamond con- 
tract,, but it seemed much too 
dangerous to attempt improve- 
ment. North went down one, 
whereas a two-heart contract 
would have been safe.” 

It is obvious South’s no-trump 
over-call of one club, score or 
no score, was the huge fly in 
the ointment. South certainly 
should have foreseen that with 
the seore what it was, he would 
probably run into competition, 
if not from enemy, then from 
his own partner. §urely, a dia- 
mond takeout was likely because 
of South’s singleton. 

South’s principal consideration 
should have been maneuver- 
ability. In one sense, the safest 
bid over West’s one club was 
one heart, but this would have 
been shortsighted because, at 
the 60 score, North certainly 
would not pass out a contract 
for only 30 points. The strongest 
presumption was that he would 
bid two spades, thus possibly 
forcing a choice at the three- 
level. To avoid this, South’s 
overcall should have been in 
his highest ranking suit, spades. 
As anticipated, North would re- 
spond with two diamonds, and 
South then could show his heart 
suit. North would, of course, be 
delighted with a two-heart con- 
tract, and the opponents, though 
far from delighted, could offer 
no further contest.
